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Since its very formation in 1952, Scientology has been a 
religious fellowship. Today it operates under the Church 
of Scientology of California. Why is this? What is Scien- 
tology? How does it fit into the framework of Man? 

With L. Ron Hubbard’s tremendous breakthrough into 
the realm of the human spirit in 1952, the propagandized 
theory that Man is Mud, an animal with a stimulus response 
mechanism, was shattered forever. He discovered with 
absolute proof that Man is basically a spirit and it was the 
development of the remarkable technology which addresses 
the spirit that is the individual, that has produced the new 
states of awareness being achieved routinely in Scientology 
today. 

Scientology encompasses a broader scope than any 
Eastern or Western religion ever has, but it should be 
realized that a great deal of what we know now, with an 
added exactness of understanding, was already known and 
lost thousands of years ago. So we are not dealing with 
something new in Scientology. What we are DOING with 
this data is new and the technology for bringing about a 
new state in Man is new. But the basic idea, the basic hope 
of Man as it appears today in Scientology, is thousands of 
years old. When we call Scientology a religion we are 
calling it a religion out of a much deeper well than the last 
two thousand years. 

The truth is that in Scientology we are studying an 
extension of the work of Gautama Siddhartha (Buddha), 
begun about 2500 years ago. He sought to end the endless 
cycle of birth and death and birth and this led into an effort 
to show Man that he was a spirit and did not have to be 
a body and did not have to go on being clay. Gautama 
Siddhartha found out how to exteriorize (the spirit, the 
being, moving out of the body). This was something we 
could do in 1952 and do it better and in a few minutes 
against the many years is took Gautama.

Now, regardless of any truths or prophecies or prophets 
or anything else that happened as an independent endeavour, 
all this was sparked off by Buddhism. Gautama Siddhartha 
Buddha predicted that in 2500 years the entire job would 
be finished in the West. That is s.ated in the Pali Canons. 

Well, we finished it. Were somebody to claim that 
Scientology was not a religion or that religion was a dis- 
guise, this would be about the most erroneous statement 
he could make because it is an extension, a direct extension, 
of the work of Gautama Siddhartha Buddha. 

Buddha never pretended to be other than just a man.
